It fluoresces a bril- 
liant green! Untagged stamps appear 
purple or grey under the light. In Day- 
ton, Ohio stamps with a fluorescent coat- 
ing are already an aid in automatic sort- 
ing of mail. 

Ultraviolet has been indispensable in 
locating fluorescent minerals. Less well 
known, perhaps, is its use in inspection 
of metal parts. The parts are covered 
with a fluorescent dye which penetrates 
invisible cracks. Under ultraviolet the 
cracks become visible. Alterations and 
forgeries betray themselves when their 
fluorescence differs from that of the orig- 
inal substance. 

Do you have a ringworm? The fungus 
fluoresces brightly under longwave. 

A man we know gave his party guests 
fluorescent paints with which to paint 
landscapes. When admiration for their 
lovely blue skies and green foliage was 
at its height, he flashed his ultraviolet 
lamp and amid shrieks of dismay the 
skies became orange and the trees and 
grass a sickly purple. 

Raytech supplies a kit containing a 
broad spectrum lamp, 5 fluorescent cray- 
ons, fluorescent inks and dusting powder, 
and samples of fluorescent minerals and 
stamps.
